The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Patentability seen in, although not limited to Independent Claim 1 : A wireless 
control transmitter for remotely controlling a body of a wireless apparatus comprising a 
grip to be grasped by the hand of a user, a throttle trigger level slidably protruding a

lower surface of the controller along a head portion of the grip, wherein the throttle 
trigger controls forward and backward movement of the controlled body. The 
transmitter further comprising a steering arranged on the upper surface of an end 
portion of the controller and controls the right and left turns of the controlled body. The 
steering wheel furthermore configured to tilt and fix its axial position toward a particular 
direction with respect to the controller. The closest prior art of record does not teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed method in combination. Marceau (US 5,094,646) discloses 
wireless transmitter comprising a grip with a throttle trigger located at the head portion 
of the grip, and a steering means for turning left and right located at the upper surface of 
the controller (Figs. 1-8). However, Marceau excludes the remote controller comprising 
an actual steering wheel located at the upper surface of the controller and more 
particularly a steering wheel configured to tilt and fix its axial position toward a 
particular direction with respect to the controller. Mukalda (US 2004/0137936) discloses 
a discloses wireless transmitter comprising a grip with a throttle trigger located at the 
head portion of the grip for controlling forward and backward movement, and a steering 
wheel for turning left and right located both sides of the controller, wherein the steering 
In use protrudes and the dormant steering wheel sinks Into the controller (Figs. 2-4). 
However, Mukalda excludes a steering wheel configured to tilt and fix its axial 
position toward a particular direction with respect to the controller.
